We Are Not Communists 

SINCE the a.ppfcarance of our editorial on J 
Monday rooming concerning the suppres- 
sion of free 'Y>r-îi-h m the city of Montreal 
there ha? botii a ^Teat deal of comment 
in the downtown press and elsewhere. A 
general idea has been noised abroad that 
■vre &re communistic in our aUitude. That 
in denouncing fascism — for that is what 
the demonstx-titions of last week-end prac- 
tically amounted to — we are commending 
communism. Nothing is more untrue. The 
McGill Daily has never been communistic. 
It is not conuntinisiîc now. If communism 
results in riots and damage then those in- 
citing riots — be they communists or op- 
posed to communism — should be prosecuted 
under existing laws. 

We ARE NOT trying to stir tjp racial 
or religious issues as some people in Mont- 
real would have us do, or wish the public 
to believe us to be doing. Nothing would 
, be more harmful and more iniquitous. 

We ARE stating that every man, no 
matter what his belief of doctrine, has a 
right to .speak and to be heard. If such 
speakers transgress legal bounds then let 
the law take its course. Because a man says 
something a certain section o£ the com- 
munity does not ca)-e for is no reason for 
him to be muzzled. This iieems to be the 
case in Montreal and throughout the prov- 
ince. W this is ty last we might as well 
tui*n the opposition out of the legislature 
and submit to the will of a dictator. 

If tho police are unable or unwilling 
to cope with mobs they should be replaced 
by a competent force. Civic authorities who 
tolerate the expression of ideas by mo)>s 
and at the same time suppress the expres- 
sion of ideas by educated speakers are not 
doing their duty. 

The que.sti6n befoi-e us today is not to 
be conf uftcd oi" ubliteruted by ii maze of by- 
path.s. it is quite dear.

I don't 
expect to wake up some inorning and 
find foreign legions marching along 
Sherbrooke street wllh me to my morn- 
ing nino o'clock, but once they get the 
street repaved, It would at least be 
possible. In view ot these facts, "Ob- 
sorver'a" stirring declaration ot "Ex- 
pense for local defense n^verl" s««in.i 
more seniational than sound. 

There is one more question, which I 
will not attempt to answer, Observer 
asks, "Is not our police force at pres- 
ent adequate to handle any disturb- 
ances that may arise?" I can Imagine 
one answer he would receive from a 
certain McQlll professor, or the pro- 
prietors of a certain Book Shop. 

But let us leave all this sordid talk 
of War. If anyone would liko to place 
a small bet on Varsity for Saturday, I 
will be glad to accomntodate thorn.
